CHICAGO, April 21—(UP)-—Joseph (Jolly Joe) Kelly, quiz- 
master of radio’s famous Quiz Kids, shot an unidentified young 
burglar to death Monday night in his home. 

The shooting occurred when Kelly, his wife, and Joe, Jr., 
were sitting in their home with the lights out. 

They heard a noise in the kitchen and Joe, Jr., an ex-serv- 
mer ani went to the bedroom for a revolver, which he handed to his 
father. 

Kelly opened the door of the kitchen, surprising two burglars, 
who had come into the house through the pantry window in the 
belief that no one was at home. 

The men ran and Kelly fired, killing one. The other man, who 
was believed to have been injured, escaped. 


Doomed Palestine Pair Blast Out Own Lives 


JERUSALEM, Tuesday, April 22—(UP)—Two condemned mem- 
bers of the Irgur Zvai Leumi underground organization killed them- 
selves Monday night as their executioners prepared them for pre- 
dawn hanging in the Jerusalem prison. 

The men were Meir Feinstein, one-armed British Army veteran, 
said by his family to be less than 18 years old and Moshe Barazani, 
21. They were sentenced to be hanged for an attack on a railroad 
station. Lt. Gen. G. H. A. MacMillan, British commander-in-chief, 
confirmed their sentences Thursday. . 

It was indicated that Feinstein and Barazani, determined not to 
be executed by the British Army, committed suicide by blowing 
themselves up with explosives which had been spirited in to them. 

A communique announcing their self-destruction said they would 
have been executed before dawn if “they had not blown themselves 


up.’ 


GOP Picks Philadelphia for Convention 


KANSAS CITY, April 21—(4)—Philadelphia was chosen late 
Monday as the site of the 1948 Republican National Convention dur- 
ing the week of June 20, 1948. 

The “City of Brotherly Love” presented a certified check for 
$200,000 to National GOP Chairman B. Carroll Reece to outbid the 
offer of Chicago, the only other serious contender. 

On a roll call Philadelphia won almost three to one, 72 to 26, 
and the National Committee promptly made the choice unanimous. 

Atlantic City also had invited the convention but Mrs. Reeve 
Schley, National Committeewoman from New Jersey, said the offer 
was intended primarily to fill any gap if Chicago and Philadelphia 
adherents got into-a deadlock. 


Gunmen Fire on Havana Capital 
HAVANA, April 21 — (UP) — Unidentified gunmen Monday 
night splattered submachine gun and pistol bullets into the front 
of the ornate Capitol building while the Senate was in session and 
then sped away in an automobile. 

Racing through the heart of downtown Havana in the automo- 
bile, the assailants suddenly halted directly in front of the main 
entrance of the Capitol and opened fire. 

An eyewitness said about 100 persons were in the area at the 
time. One was’ wounded and was taken to a private hospital for 
treatment. His identity was not known. 

The Senate remained in session through the. shooting and was 
still meeting an hour after the bold attack, which political ob- 
servers described as a “terroristic assault’’ carried out against 
the legislative body for political reasons. 


14 Feared Dead in Kwajalein Takeoff 

TOKYO, Thursday, April 22—(4)—Far East Air Force Head- 
quarters said today it was believed 14 crewmen had died in the 
crash of a B-29 into the sga after its takeoff from Kwajalein, in the 
Marshall Islands, Monday morning. 

Headquarters said preliminary investigations indicated there 
were no survivors among the 14 men believed aboard the plane, 
which was on a routine flight. 


Communist Candidates Trail in Jap Election 

TOKYO, April 21—(INS)—Japan’s Communist Party candi- 
dates for seats in New House of Councillors, the upper chamber of 
the Diet (Parliament), were trailing badly Monday in the second 
election to be held since Japan was occupied. 

In the April 5 election for seats for 49 prefectures, the Con- 
servative Party made an almost clean sweep, and returns from 
Saturday’s balloting indicated Monday that the Conservatives 
again would capture the majority of seats. 

Late Monday it was indicated that 77 of the Upper House's 
250 had been definitely won by Conservative Party members, while 
left wing candidates were ahead in 23 other districts. 

Three Communists were among the latter, each forging ahead 
in their respective districts. 


2 Die, 14 Hurt in Calcutta Violence 


CALCUTTA, India, April 21—(4)—Communal rioting killed two 
persons and injured 14 others here Monday and the Moslem-led 
Bengal Government imposed censorship on news relating to police 
activities in handling the Moslem-Hindu disturbances. 

The violence, including stabbings and bomb throwing, was 
centered in the heart of Calcutta. Police said they arrested 134 
persons in the past 24 hours.

Atlanta’s charter, a nine-cent per case raise in the sales tax levied 
against beer to help finance a six-day work week for firemen, effective 
May 1, and a $3,000 fund to provide Sunday symphony concerts this | 
Summer were voted Monday by City Council. 


Sponsored by Ald. Ed A. Gil- 
liam, the special Charter Revision 
Committee weathered an effort by 
opponents to send the charter re- 
vision paper to the Ordinance 
Committee for study. It won ap- 
proval easily after opposition mus- 
tered only seven votes for the 
referral. 


Following Council approval, 
Mayor Hartsfield emphasized that 
he regards a 15-member commit- 
tee be named several weeks ago 
as “still in existende,” and some 
predicted a veto for the Gilliam 
measure. 

Hartsfield picked two citizens 
from each ward and, three at large. 
The Committee recommended 
charter changes which would have 
vested the Mayor with all admin- 
istrative powers of the municipal 
Council would have 
been restricted to legislative mat- 
ters only if the recommendations 
had not died in the Legislature. 

Under the newly passed Gil- 
liam measure, only residents of 
Atlanta will be eligible to serve 
The

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The ‘Big Steel Agreement 


The public can breathe easier now. 

Negotiations between the United Steel- 
workers and “Big Steel,” which in the 
final stages looked none too encouraging, 
resulted in a surprise agreement over the 
weekend. Thus a strike which would have 
paralyzed production of steel, the com- 
modity absolutely essential to the making 
of nearly all other goods, has been averted. 

And just as steel is the key commodity 
in modern industrial production, the new 
wage agreement may serve as the key 


for settling other wage disputes wiech 


have been threatening production, notably 
the demands of the United Auto Workers 
for a 2342-cent increase. 

The steelworkers’ new contract calls 
for a wage hike of 122 cents an hour plus 
other concessions which bring the overall 
total to approximately 15 cents. General 
Motors Corporation, first target of the 
Auto Workers, already has offered an 
11%-cent wage boost with fringe conces- 
sions which it claims brings the total to 
15 cents. The Auto Workers have de- 


clared the offer unsatisfactory, though not 
too emphatically, and negotiations are to 
be resumed today. The union and man- 
agement cannot be said to be hopelessly 
divided, however, and the public reason- 
ably can expect an agreement. 

Under the new contract steelworkers 
will receive an average wage of about 
$1.47 per hour, compared to approximately

The sudden ending of the steel dispute 
goes far toward lifting the cloud that has 
been gathering over the country’s produc- 
tion picture for the past several weeks. 
Aside from the wage pattern set, the 
psychological effect will be enormous. 
That already has been illustrated in the 
stock market, which rose several points 
even when news of the agreement was 
only a rumor. 

There is reason now to hope for con- 
tinuous full production for the remainder 
of the year.

If the decision is for a Talmadge primary, then certainly there 
will be three, as the Federal candidates would be forced to hold 


their own. 

Both Thompson and Talmadge have announced 
Candidates their acemaharien for 1948. How many others 
will attempt to run remains for the future. Should there be a 
Talmadge and a Thompson primary, it would make it very diffi- 
cult for a third candidate to offer. 

In the Senate race, no opposition has shown a hand. Tom Linder, 
in a recent article in the Market Bulletin, seemed to be saying 
that he thought Georgia had two fine Senators and that he, Linder, 
would devote his time to. building up the Department of Agricul- 
ture. He has been the most-discussed possibility as a senatorial 
candidate. , 

Sen. Russell has a stable support in the State. It is never very 
vocal until he runs. Many persons who support him never interest 
themselves in politics until he runs for office. 

In the gubernatorial field one may be sure of but one thing— 
wounds have been made which will be a long time healing. Two 
primaries would tear the State’s political fabric as it has never 
been torn before. This is another reason, plus the one of wishing 
to avoid two sets of candidates in the November election, why 
the Talmadge faction may accept as final the will of the National 


Committee.

He came into the office. He is a top execu- 
“ tive of one of Atlanta’s best-known establish- 
z i ments. 

“IT wish,” he said, “you could find it convenient, one of these 
days, to say something in your column about an institution, at 
760 Washington street. It is called Our Lady of Perpetual Help 
Home for Incurable Cancer Patients.” 

“A beautiful, poetic name, anyway,” says I. “Sounds Catholic.” 

“It is,” he agreed. “That is, it was established by Catholics and 
it is operated by a small group of Catholic nuns who have dedicat- 
ed their lives to the care of cancer patients. But there are no re- 
ligious or racial restrictions on the patients. More Protestants in 
the wards than Catholics, as a matter of fact. Only two condi- 
tions for admittance. The patient must have incurable cancer and 
must be destitute. That is all. Of course, you might say there is 
a third condition. There must be an empty bed available. What I 
want to talk about, though, is an effort we are making to increase 
the number of beds and, thereby, open the doors for more pa- 
tients.” 

“Who are ‘we’?” I asked. . 

“The Co-operative Club,” he explained. 

“And who, will you tell me, is ‘The Co-operative Club?’ ”’ 

“The Co-operative Club,” he. told me, 


Oldest and Newest “is the second oldest civic and luncheon 


club for business and professional men in this country. It was 
first organized on April 11, 1912. The Atlanta club, however, is 
the youngest group of its type in this city. We've only existed a 
little more than a year.” 

He handed me a red, printed dodger which answers all sorts 
of questions about The Co-operative Club International of Atlanta, 
Ga. Sensible, ethical, high purposes. The sort of club any decent 
fellow would be proud to call his. But if you are specially curious, 
get some members to give you one of the red slips. No room here 
for all such detail. 

“Understand,” he said, “there is absolutely no religious factor in 
our club. We promote tolerance in all forms. We encourage dis- 
cussion among our members of all matters of public interest, ex- 
cept partisan politics and sectarian religion. I’m not sure, but I 
guess we have a few Catholics in the membership. One or two 
Jews, too. 

“But we heard about this home for cancer incurables on Wash- 
ington Street and became interested. You should see what those 
nuns are doing. 

“They have, for the entire place and its 75 or so patients, just 
three paid employees—a gardener, an orderly and a janitor. All 
the rest of the work, including all the cleaning and the laundry, 
is done, without pay, by the sisters themselves. And they are the 
kindest souls imaginable to their patients. Allowing for the in- 
evitable suffering from the disease, you never saw a more con- 
tented group of hospitalized incurables in your life. 

“It was right funny,” he went on. “Sister Su- 


Cost of Food perior Mary Veronica, in charge of the home, 
apologized for the cost of keeping a patient, which she placed at 
about $1.50 a day. Imagine getting by on that at present-day prices! 
But the Sister appeared puzzled why the cost had risen from the $1 
a day of several years ago.” 

He told me more about the work at the home, about the bless- 
ing it had been to so many helplessly stricken ones. 


The Home, he said, receives no revenue from city, county or 
state funds. It is supported entirely by the charity of the general 
public, 

“We of the Co-operative Club,” he explained with enthusiasm, 
“have set out to raise a fund of $25,000 for the Home. But we 
are going to have a committee, including Sister Veronica, to super- 
vise the spending of that money. When the Home needs anything, 
Sister Veronica will explain. Then our committee and club will 
see how we can meet the need at lowest possible cost. And then 
provide the necessary cash out of the special fund. 

“Tell folks who want to help a grand cause,” he concluded, “to 
send their check to J. O. Beckham, Treasurer of our club, whose 
address is care of the George Muse Clothing Company, 52 Peach- 
tree St., N. W.”

In the United States for some 
years we have had the Hatch Act 
which makes it impossible to co- 
erce Government employees into 
voting for the party in power 
through fear of a fate worse than 
death—that of being fired. In 
Russia, of course, government 
employees have a notion, which 
some people say is utterly silly, 
that they will be liquidated or 
otherwise taken care of if -ney 
vote against the Government.

>< Where the Chipmunks 
Spend the Winter 


Let us now consider the chipmunk. The chip- 
munk is a small, bright-eyed creature about two 
inches long, or maybe three, with a white breast 
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| and little stripes along his back. He may be found most anywhere, 


but he is found in greatest numbers in Pickens County, due to the 
fact that the climate of Pickens County seems healthful to the chip- 
munk, and the people of Pickens County do not seem to bear him 
any malice. Also, in Pickens County the roads sometimes become 
impassable in the Winter time, so that people who have Summer cot- 
tages in the area do not get a chance to go back to their cottages 


‘during the Winter, and the chipmunk is able to live all Winter 


without being disturbed. 

The chipmunk is very fond of living in people’s Summer cot- 
tages which they do not get a chance to visit in the Winter. In fact, 
as Fall comes on, and the first leaf drops, signaling the fact that 
pretty soon the people will be meving back to town so the chil- 
dren can go to the dentist before starting to school, the chipmunk 
lookout, who has been spying on the people for signs of this de 
parture, passes the word to all the chipmunks of his clan, or tribe, 
and they begin to gather up their possessions to move in as soon as 
the people have gone. 


° So, as soon as the key turns in the door for the last 
Operation X tinse, the great migration of the chipmunks begin. 
There are the chipmunk engineers in the van, the pioneers, so to 
speak, with the sharp, strong teeth. They arrive first and gnaw 
little holes in the floor, by a pipe where the plumbing runs up 
through the floor. Then the supply troops move in. They come 
out of the woods with the little pouches in their cheeks filled with 
acorns—the iron ratéons of the chipmunk host, and after they have 
come in and stored their supplies the chipmunk housing administra- 
tor comes in and assigns mattresses to each chipmunk family. 

Then the chipmunk traffic cops take over to direct the chipmunk 
host to their proper billets and the moving begins. There are 
Papa chipmunks and Mama chipmunks, and young chipmunks 
who have just married and are ready to set up housekeeping for 
themselves, and baby chipmunks who are still living with their 
parents, and spinster chipmunks and bachelor chipmunks who 
must have separate quarters, and they all come in and find their 
proper mattresses. 

The peculiar thing about a chipmunk is that he is not content 
merely to sleep ON a mattress, making his bed there and pulling 
the covers up under his chin when the cold winds blow. He must 
live IN the mattress. Since most mattress manufacturers do not 
consider the wishes of a chipmunk when they make a mattress, 
this works something of a hardship upon the chipmunk, for he 
must go to all the trouble of cutting a hole in the corner of the mat- 
tress for a door. Then, once in the mattress, he makes little tun- 
nels around and about inside, so that if he wakes up in the cold 
of Winter and feels like taking a little walk he will not have to get 
out and walk around on the cold floor and perhaps catch a cold. 


So the chipmunks move in, storing huge supplies 
of acorns and chinquapins in the mattress, close to 
their nests, so that they will be assured of a plentiful supply of 
food during the. Winter. I do not know how else they busy them- 
selves during the Winter, other than eating acorns and chinquapins, 
though they must have all sorts of pleasant social gatherings, visit- 
ing about and having parties. I think they must lead a very happy 
life, perhaps having acorn-shellings and mattress-gnawings in a 
neighborly fashion, like people used to have corn-shuckings and 
log-rollings and rail-splittings. 

In fact, they get so éngrossed with their pleasant social life they 
do not notice when Winter has gone and the leavés are beginning to 
bud, indicating that the people will soon move back, and they are 
always greatly surprised when the key turns in the lock again and 
a huge, dark shape fills the door and heavy feet go clomp, clomp, 
clomping through the house. 

Then there is a great scurrying of chipmunks out of the mat- 
tresses and from the little nests they have built in old shoes in 
closets, and from the chipmunk apartment house which they have 
built in the oven of the stove where great hosts of chipmunks who 
have no families have made their quarters. 

And it is always a question who gets out the door the fastest— 
the chipmunks who have been taken by surprise or the people who 
all of a sudden walk in to find the place alive with chipmunks.

Adm. Blandy could be named as 
an exception to this rule. His own 
flagship, though comfortably re- 
moved from the core of the Bikini 
blasts, was radioactive when it ar- 
rived back in San Francisco weeks 
after the detonations. 

What Eisenhower has done is a 
daring thing in an organization 
which has been guided by rank 
consciousness since the birth of 
the Republic. But it had to be 
done. If not, Lilienthal and 140 
million of his fellow countrymen 
would have much more cause for 
worry than they. now have. 

Gen. Eisenhower's job now is to 
bring about the wedding of oil and 
water, the melding of his young 
atomic officers and the important 
nuclear physicists who instinctive- 
ly mistrust all things military.

Spend the Winter 


Let us now consider the chipmunk. The chip 
munk is a small, bright-eyed creature about two 
inches long, or maybe three, with a white breast 
be found most anywhere, 
but he is found in greatest numbers in Pickens County, due to the 
fact that the climate of Pickens County seems healthful to the chip- 
munk, and the people of Pickens County do not seem to bear him 
any malice.

: So, as soon as the key turns in the door for the last 
Operation BD tienes the great migration of the chipmunks begin. 
There are the chipmunk engineers in the van, the pioneers, so to 
speak, with the sharp, strong teeth. They arrive first and gnaw 
little holes in the floor, by a pipe where the plumbing runs up 
through the floor. Then the supply troops move in. They come 
out of the woods with the little pouches in their cheeks filled with 
acorns—the iron ratéons of the chipmunk host, and after they have 
come in and stored their supplies the chipmunk housing administra- 
tor comes in and assigns mattresses to each chipmunk family. 

Then the chipmunk traffic cops take over to direct the chipmunk 
host to their proper billets and the. moving begins. There are 
Papa chipmunks and Mama chipmunks, and young chipmunks 
who have just married and are ready to set up housekeeping for 
themselves, and baby chipmunks who are still living with their 
parents, and spinster chipmunks and bachelor chipmunks who 
must have separate quarters, sand they all come in and find their 
proper mattresses.. 

The peculiar thing about a chipmunk is that he is not content 
merely to sleep ON a mattress, making his bed there and pulling 
the covers up under his chin when the cold winds blow. He must 
live IN the mattress. Since most mattress manufacturers do not 
consider the wishes of a chipmunk when they make a mattress, 
this works something of a hardship upon the chipmunk, for he 
must go to all the trouble of cutting a hole in the corner of the mat- 
tress for a door. Then, once in the mattress, he makes little tun- 
nels around and about inside, so that if he wakes up in the cold 
of Winter and feels like taking a little walk he will not have to get 
out and walk around on the cold floor and perhaps catch a cold. 

. So the chipmunks move in, storing huge supplies 
Idyllic Life of acorns and chinquapins in the mattress, close to 
their nests, so that they will be assured of a plentiful supply of 
food during the, Winter. I do not know how else they busy them- 
selves during the Winter, other than eating acorns and chinquapins, 
though they must have all sorts of pleasant social gatherings, visit- 
ing about and having parties. I think they must lead a very happy 
life, perhaps having acorn-shellings and mattress-gnawings in a 
neighborly fashion, like people used to have corn-shuckings and 
log-rollings and rail-splittings. 

In fact, they get so éngrossed with their pleasant social life they 
do not notice when Winter has gone and the leavés are beginning to 
bud, indicating that the people will soon move back, and they are 
always greatly surprised when the key turns in the lock again and 
a huge, dark shape fills the door and heavy feet go clomp, clomp, 
clomping through the house. 

Then there is a great scurrying of chipmunks out of the mat- 
tresses and from the little nests they have built in old shoes in 
closets, and from the chipmunk apartment house which they have 
built in the oven of the stove where great hosts of chipmunks who 
have no families have made their quarters. 

And it is always a question who gets out the door the fastest— 
the chipmunks who have been taken by surprise or the people who 
all of a sudden walk in to find the place alive with chipmunks.

“American Baseball Needs Four Major Leagues.” 

It was written by one Mr. H. D. Robins and published by the 
Western Technical Press of Bakersfield, Cal. It is fairly safe to 
assurme that the author has spent the majority of his life gathering 
population and attendance figures and drawing graphs and charts 
i them. 

After several hours study of the book, a dozen aspirin and sev- 
eral cups of black coffee, we reached the alagming conclusion that 
we hed absorbed absolutely nothing and were in an acute state of 
confusion as to just what Mr. Robins was trying to get across. 

However, upon completing Chapter Seven, entitled, “A Suggested 
Program for Baseball’s Expansion to Four Major Leagues,” we were 
able to gather at least a slight idea of what Mr. Robins has up his 
sieeve 

Here is his suggestion: 

The National League to be composed of New York, Chi- 
cago, Brooklyn, Philadelphia, St. Louis, Boston, Pittsburgh 
and Cincinnati. 

The American League to be composed of New York, Chi- 
cago, Philadelphia, Detroit, Cleveland, Boston, Washington and 
Louisville. 

The Great Southern League to be composed of Queens- 
horough, N. Y., Los Angeles, Montreal, Baltimore, San Fran- 
cisco, Buffalo, Atlanta and San Antonio. Providence New 
Orleans and Houston are suggested as replacements if At- 
lanta Buffalo or San Antonio fail to make the attendance 
grade. 

The Great Western League to be composed of Detroit, Los An- 
geles, San Francisco, Milwaukee, Hollywood, Seattle, Portland and 
Oakland with Kansas City, Indianapolis or Louisville suggested as 
replacements for Milwaukee.

The immediate problems of such leagues as 
the proposed Great Southern and Great Western make them im- 
ractical. 

r Biggest objection, of course, would be the matter of transporta- 
tion. Air travel would have to be used and experience has proven 
this is not the most satisfactory way to transport athletic teams as 
a steady diet. 

Weather conditions would be apt to cause postponement of 

a series for days, and the resulting schedule would necessi- 

tate the playing of double-headers practically every day in 

the final weeks of the season. 
The late Miami Seahawks, of the All-American Football 

League, use air transportation and while it was as economical 

as any cdnsidering the great distances to be covered, the 

same would hardly hold true for a baseball club. 

A football team plays only once a week and makes only one 
appearance in other cities of the league a season. As a_ general 
rule, baseball clubs play at least four series in other cities during 
@ season. 

As far as Atlanta is concerned as a major league city, 
there is little doubt that some sort of club could be supported 

by attendance figures of the Crackers. However, the increase 

in operating costs would hardly make a big league berth de- 

sirable. 

Whether big league or Class D, a city has a certain number of 
baseball fans and therefore, there is little increase in attendance 
when the town jumps into a higher classification. 

While interesting, Mr. Robins’ book appears to be more idealis- 
tic than practical.
